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Editorial 





DESPITE WEATHER 


The remarkable thing about the 
past spring was that sales of nursery 
stock and gardening supplies which 
were thought lost when snow and 
storms continued through March 
and into April were made up in the 
spasmodic good weather of late April 
and of May. Continuing cool 
throughout May, the weather for- 
tunately permitted nursery digging 
and home planting until almost Me- 
morial day and even beyond in more 
northerly latitudes. The impulse to 
home gardening was not to be 
denied, and the ready spending of 
the public made business good where 
weather at all permitted and supplies 
were available. Garden stores often 
found buyers did not even visit their 
premises while inclement weather 
continued, but they, like hardware 
stores and other establishments, re- 
port a rush later to acquire all sorts 
of supplies and equipment in demand 
at this season. Distributors of 
supplies who did not fill the re-orders 
promptly were not only castigated, 
but lost business. 

The reports of spring business by 
nurserymen of various types and in 
different sections of the country in 
the current issues of this magazine 
make unusually interesting reading 
this year. Their detailed accounts re- 
veal how capably and thoroughly the 
industry met the problems of an 
extraordinary spring season. 





LOOK TOWARD AUTUMN 


Many retailers, no doubt, have re- 
ceived the response from wholesale 
nurserymen that some items on be- 
lated orders could not be shipped 
until autumn, because when warm 
weather finally came, growth on the 
plants proceeded faster than could 
digging. 

Likewise, retail nurserymen, as 
well as landscape firms, can build 
bookings for autumn by advising cus- 
tomers that those things, particularly 
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bs, which could not be furnished 
planting late in the season can 
be installed when cool weather 
es again.

CO-ORDINATION 


The measure of success of a busi. 
ness enterprise depends upon the ex. 
tent of the co-ordination of three 
factors, a quality product, effective 
promotion and thoroughgoing serv. 
ice. Strange to say, the first is often 
overshadowed by the second and 
third. A nurseryman will sometimes 
wonder why his stock, which he 
knows to be of top quality, is not sold 
out as soon as that of some of hi 
competitors. The fact is that in this 
day and age the world will not beat 
a path to his door, but has its needs 
supplied by those who bring their 
wares to public notice. In_ other 
words, an effective sales campaign 
or promotion, whether it be one’ 
personal efforts or a country-wide 
campaign, is needed for success. 
When that need is filled, there still 
remains the necessity of delivering 
the product promptly and satisfac. 
torily to the customers. Often this 
phase of the business is neglected, 
and ill-kept promises, tardy deliv- 
eries, poor packaging and the like 
counteract the goodwill which may 
have been developed by the quality 
of product and effective promotion 
that preceded. 

The desired co-ordination is often 
found lacking in big corporations 4 
well as in 1-man enterprises. Indeed, 
the latter are likely to be more eff- 
cient, because one individual has the 
responsibility for the whole trio. The 
amazing fact is that large enterprise: 
spend large sums for research to pro 
duce the best products and then go 
to great lengths to see that the mat- 
ket is blanketed with advertising, 
salesmen and other types of promo 
tion, only to fall down in the com 
pletion of its service. Constant vig 
lance is necessary to see that all de 
partments of a business function with 
equal thoroughness and satisfaction 
to customers in order to produce the 
utmost in success. 
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Wholesalers’ Reports Blame Weather 


Digging and Planting Delayed in North. Continued Optimism for Future. 


Northern wholesale nurserymen in 
the east and midwest blame only the 
weather, especially that in March, 
for any lessened over-all sales volume 
this spring. Landscape men’s needs 
caused gains for some; one or two 
firms report top dollar volume. The 
substantial demands generally re- 
corded were difficult to meet because 
late cold temperatures delayed dig- 
ging throughout the north. Then 
sudden warm weather added further 
problems. Only by using extra help 
and crowding tasks were a few nurs- 
eries able to handle the rush and 
avoid cancellations. Under these con- 
ditions there was extra rise in costs, 
generally reported mounting, and 
delay of field planting. 

Continued optimism for the future 
is apparent in mention of expanded 
plantings. Eastern growers report 
ample supplies, except for large stock 
and specialties, and there is sug- 
gestion that lessened building there 
could result in some accumulation 
of ornamentals. Home orchard plant- 
ing was reported up, but commer- 
cial fruit growers were not planting, 
growers Comment. 

There was some labor shortage. 
Greater efficiency in nursery opera- 
tions was being sought, and some 
planting lists were being revised. Air 
freight delivery was used by one 
eastern grower. There were few com- 
plaints of winter damage to stock. 

Good Season in New Jersey 


Hans Hess, Hess’ 


Nurseries, 


Wayne, N. J., expresses optimism for 
the coming season, writing: 

“Our shipping season this year is 
far from completed at this time 
(May 20). Our spring season was

delayed nearly three weeks because 
of the cold weather during March, 
during which month our business 
was off 85 per cent. We did more 
business in January and February 
than we did in March. 

“We were continually hampered 
by the frost which seemed reluctant 
to leave this spring. Fortunately, we 
did not experience our normal num- 
ber of rainy days, and when we 
finally started rolling we were able 
to put out a great deal of material 
in a comparatively short time. By 
adding some additional help and 
working on a 7-day-week basis, we 
picked up some of the lost time. 

“For the shipment of our grafted 
material, we have adopted a card- 
board carton to speed up the move- 
ment of this material; using air 
freight for shipments to distant 
points, we have cut off two or three 
days on delivery time. 

“The optimistic outlook of the past 
winter continued through the spring 
season, and from all appearances the 
nurserymen in the eastern area will 
have a good season, in spite of the 
fact that sales started extremely late. 

“The prices, for the most part, are 
holding firm; there are few, if any, 
increases, and since the supply of 
material is relatively good, I do not 
look for any increases this year. 

“We have expanded our own 
planting program again, adding some 
new items and anticipating increas- 
ing our production on some of the 
more unusual items for next spring’s 
sales. 

“There have been few complaints 
from nurserymen in this area; about 
the only one of any consequence con- 
cerns the sale of nursery stock by 


the supermarkets and _ discount 
houses, which has affected garden 
market sales to some extent; how- 
ever, it does not affect the landscape 
nursery operations.” 

New York Drop 10 Per Cent 


C. H. Perkins, Jackson & Perkins 
Co., Newark, N. Y., blames bad 
weather since February for the drop 
in sales experienced by the firm. In 
his report on the spring season he 
says: 

“This has been decidedly an off 
year. Things were humming until 
the bad weather hit the latter part 
of February, and business has been 
off ever since, using our last year’s 
sales as a basis for comparison. All 
lines were hit about the same. In 
our case business losses were about 
10 per cent, enough to wipe out all 
chance of any profits. 

“We have only one answer for the 
drop in the sales. We know that the 
economy of the country is good, so 
it must have been the effect of the 
weather. We do not know of any 
reason why business should not be 
good next year. We think people are 
just as much interested in planting 
as ever, and so we can only hope 
that the demand will be there as it 
has been in the past.” 


Maryland Demand Strong 


The spring season at Westminster 
Nurseries, Inc., Westminster, Md., 
was marked by extremely good de- 
mand and a shortage of labor neces- 
sary to make up for lost time caused 
by bad weather, it is reported by 
C. Willard Stoner. He writes: 

“Under normal conditions we are 
able to dig stock and fill orders dur-

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CITATION PRESENTED IN RHODE ISLAND 


Esau Kempenaar, one of the founders of Boulevard Nurseries, 
Inc., Newport, R. I., now marking its 50th year, received an 
award for civic service from the University of Rhode Island May 
14 at the dedication of the Carl R. Woodward agricultural 
science laboratory at the university at Kingston. The presen- 
tation, pictured here, was made by Dr. Francis Horn, pres- 
ident of the university, center; Mr. Kempenaar stands at left, 
and Dr. Michael Walsh, state commissioner of education, is 


The citation brought out the following facts: Mr. Kempe- 
naar, born in Holland, a country famed for its flowers, was 
“transplanted” to the United States in 1907, at the age of 18. 
He worked for a Newport nurseryman before establishing, with 
a young Dane, the firm of Kempenaar & Christensen, in 1910. 
This firm grew into the Boulevard Nurseries, encompassing 15 
greenhouses and 350 acres, known far beyond the state boun- 
daries. Mr. Kempenaar developed plant sprays, became noted 
for excellence of his stock and for the new types of evergreens, 
roses and other plants he developed. He assisted the summer 
shows of the Newport Horticultural Society and judged many 
horticultural exhibits.

Roses Gain Early Start 
Under Plastic Shelter 


For three or four years the Bosley 
Nursery, Mentor, O., has used poly- 
ethylene film to bring along the con- 
siderable quantity of roses that it 
sells in asphalt paper pots each 
spring. 

The roses are potted when the 
weather permits, usually about 
March 10. They are placed outside 
immediately on potting, after being 
stored in the Styrofoam-insulated 
storage house, described and _ pic- 
tured in the American Nurseryman 
a year ago. The soil is prepared well 
in advance—a mixture of two-thirds 
sandy clay or clay loam having good 
drainage and one-third peat moss, 
mixed well together. No fertilizer is 
employed. 

When the roses are potted they are 
trimmed back to about 10 inches. 
The pots are set close together and 
watered well, not only to supply 
moisture, but also to settle the soil. 
The roses are set out in an open area 
in a bed about four feet wide, bor- 
dered with concrete blocks laid on 
their sides, with a second row of con- 
crete blocks set on end on top of 
them. Over these are laid 2x4’s, 
which support snow fencing. 


Paper and Plastic Covering 


The snow fencing is covered with 
101% - foot, standard - width, 4 - mil 
VisQueen polyethylene film, which 
also covers the sides and is weighted 
down. Over this is placed a layer of 
waterproof kraft paper, which ex- 
tends over the sides to the ground 
and is weighted to prevent blowing 
away. 

Then the rose plants are left for a 
period of at least two weeks without 
further attention. The plants are 


kept in these dark and humid condi- 
tions while roots and buds develop. 
When the buds reach approximately 
a quarter of an inch in length and 
are well developed, the shade is 
rolled back and a tablespoonful of a 
high-nitrogen ureaform fertilizer is 
applied to each pot. 


The shade is then returned to its 


original position, except that the pa- 
per and polyethylene extending over 
the sides are folded up to allow free 


circulation of air among the plants. 
They continue thus until new growth 
is one and one-half to two inches in 
length, when the paper is rolled off 
completely, the snow fencing and 


ae 
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polyethylene film being retained fo, 
a short time. 

On many days the film is raised 
from the sides and left folded, evey 
during the night if the weather is fa. 
vorable. In this way the plants re. 
ceive some sunlight and exposure, 
while being still partly protected. 

After a week the snow fencing js 
rolled back on a dark day, but not 
on a bright, sunshiny day, as the 
foliage might be burned. It may be 
necessary to roll the shade back for 
a day or two to accustom the plants 
to bright light gradually. On frosty 
nights it is easy to roll the shade and 
film over the roses for protection. 

During this time, while they are 
making heavy growth, the roses need 
plenty of water. It shortly becomes 
necessary to space the plants so they 
do not become leggy, but by this time 
the customers help meet the situa- 
tion by beginning to buy plants. 


Instruction Sheets Supplied 


The Bosleys have found this oper- 
ation so successful that they supply 
instruction sheets outlining the pro- 
gram to the wholesale buyers of bare- 
root roses. “We have had many dif. 
ferent weather conditions since we 
have been placing the roses under 
polyethylene film, including heavy 
snow loads, which are supported by 
the snow fencing rather than the 
film. 

“We think the treatment is as suc- 
cessful as the coldframe system, be- 
cause of many things, but particu- 
larly because of the darkness, which 
allows the plants to make roots be- 
fore top growth, and because of the

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Landscape Reports Show Busy Season 


Weather Affects Volume. 


The high volume of landscape 
work in 1959 was repeated this 
spring by a majority of the landscape 
nurserymen reporting from various 
parts of the country. The main slack- 
ening indicated was on the Pacific 
coast, with Maryland and Michigan 
firms also noting a reduction. Excel- 
lent business reported elsewhere car- 
ried its problems, clearly, but it 
showed that the public was continu- 
ing to be garden-minded. 

It was not always possible to ob- 
tain everything needed for planting 
work, but firms with container or 
B&B stock had an advantage at both 
the start of the season and as the 
weather warmed. Lawn making 
proved a serious problem, because of 
excessive rain. Landscape men, how- 
ever, undoubtedly did considerable 
work that might have been com- 
pleted by homeowners if the weather 
had been better. May and June work 
was promising, but a total loss of 
March for operations practically 
everywhere squeezed the normal 
planting period to a minimum, com- 
plicated schedules and boosted costs 
for all that had to be done to satisfy 
customers. There were some cancel- 
ing of orders and postponement until 


fall. 


Nurserymen who actively sought 
orders had good results. Others offer- 
ing special service found that better 
garden designs and unusual stock 
were the effective attractions. Group 
trade effort in Texas and a customer 
service program related by a Florida 
firm both hold promotion ideas suit- 
able for adaptation elsewhere. Costs 
were noted still rising, and labor was 
not always adequate. Oregon wanted 
sun; Kentucky desired rain. Shade 
tree sales were good, while ever- 
greens had only average sales, ac- 
cording to several comments. 


Long Island Satisfaction 


“When this spring season is over, 
we are sure it will have been the 
most frenzied on record, for us at 
least,” reports L. S. MacRobbie, Oak 
Park Nurseries, Inc., East Patchogue, 
L. I, N. Y. He adds: “It started 
early. Our first order was dug Jan- 
uary 19, compared to the first on 
March 9 last year. 

“The weather favored us here on 
the south shore of Long Island, where 
frost comes out early and wet soil 
is seldom a problem. By the time 
the only really bad storm of the 
year struck (16 to 18 inches of snow 
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on March 3 and 4), we had a lot 
of work behind us, so it did not 
handicap us so seriously as it did 
some other nurseries. There has been 
enough rain at the right times. Cool 
weather remained long enough to 
permit us to ship most of our orders 
for deciduous trees and shrubs be- 
fore they leafed out. Week-ends 
were mostly good for our garden shop 
customers. 

“As of May 15, sales this year 
were just about the same as in 1959, 
with about half of them shipped and 
the other half remaining unfilled. 
With any kind of weather ‘breaks’ 





A. A. N. KEYNOTE SPEAKER

between now and the end of June, 
we should be able to clean up most of 
them. 

“Labor has not been any more of a 
problem than in past years. With a 
limited amount of supervisory labor, 
we were able to get enough inexperi- 
enced men and, with the usual pro- 
cess of sifting out the undesirables, 
we have a good crew now. 

“All things considered, we think 
we are having a satisfactory season.” 


Connecticut “Boom” Business 


A month of bad weather caused 
landscape men to turn down orders, 
writes Wellington Kennedy, Ken- 
nedy Nursery, Greenwich, Conn., 
whose comments on the spring sea- 
son follow: 

“T have checked a number of local 
operators and reports of spring busi- 
ness vary. Actually, our spring sea- 
son does not end until July 1, which 
date in turn is the beginning of the 
fall season. 

“Due to weather conditions, we 
lost the first month of business. Our 
suppliers likewise were far behind 
in producing their stock, causing de- 
lays in our executing work. 

“Individual reports indicate that 
in spite of early troubles landscape 
men are having a boom business and 
intend to carry on at full speed for 
the next few weeks. 

“Sales stand operators report plant 
volume down, but little sales resist- 
ance. One nursery reports a sharp 
drop in sales to local landscapers 
because of the slow start and too 
little time for them to get work done. 
Peddler competition is reported to 
have increased. 

“In brief, all is O. K., but we 
are a month short and it hurts to 
have to turn down orders. Again 
we report that operational] costs are 
up.” 

Bay State Success 

The need for promotional efforts 
is emphasized by Willard M. Bond, 
general manager, Wyman Garden 
Centers, Inc., Framingham, Mass. 
He comments: 

“Those who went after business 
in businesslike manner had a fairly 
good season, in spite of the fact that 
we had a late spring in Boston prop- 
er. It is a little early to predict 
whether we will have had a bang-up 
spring until we see what June sales 
are like. If June happens to be hot 
and dry, retail sales will probably

Overhang Means More Watering

the soil rarely receives the benefit 
of rainfall. Water and fertilizer must 
be added regularly, and, under such 
trying conditions, it may be most 
convenient to use a liquid fertilizer 
at watering times. 

One must guard against overfer- 
tilizing, however. Fertilizer applied 
during the latter part of the growing 
season may stimulate too much late 
growth. Such stems are soft and lack 
protection to carry them through the 
winter. 

Fertilizing should be discontinued 
about August 1, and even the water- 
ing should be reduced, but applied 
again in late fall (early November),

if the rains do not supply enough. 
| Liquid fertilizing can usually be con- 
tinued later than the dry, since it 
is readily used and does not remain 
available. When a problem of ex- 
posure exists, it might be better in 
most instances to use a fertilizer that 
is not high in nitrogen, particularly 
if late fertilizing is predicted. 

A lot of common sense is necessary 
when following such practices. The 
more severe the winter, the more im- 
portant it is to have a definite pro- 
gram of feeding and watering. No 
one can set up one program that 
applies to all plants in all sections of 
the country. The practices may vary 
within the same state and even with- 
| in the same city. 

The type of soil medium to use is 
an important consideration, as it 
must provide both drainage and a 
| water-holding capacity. This sounds 
| difficult, but it is not. A uniform 
| mixture of sand, preferably fine, and 
sphagnum peat moss for all planters 
could easily be the solution. 

Under such conditions one knows

that a certain quantity of water at a 
certain interval is necessary. In other 
words, a better control of plant sur- 
vival can be exercised, since water- 
ing, fertilizing, drainage (for both 
water and air) is regulated. The 
sphagnum-sand medium also tends 
to reduce the likelihood of a build- 
up of salts in the soil, and the mix- 
ture is light in weight. 

Salts may accumulate from heavy 
applications of fertilizer that leave 
an unused residue. This condition 
frequently occurs in soils with a high 
percentage of clay. It also can hap- 
pen in large planters that are fertil- 
ized and then mulched heavily. If 
the mulch is too thick, water may 
never get through it to reach the 
medium below. Sometimes the mulch 
is lifted while fertilizer is applied, 
and the covering replaced without 
thorough watering. This can also 
be a dangerous procedure. 

The type of water used may influ- 
ence the plants. The constant use 
of water that eventually produces an 
alkaline soil reaction can seriously

mar the appearance of rhododen- 
drons, mountain laurels and other 
members of the heath family. There 
are very few shrubs and trees that 
prefer an alkaline soil. The greatest 
percentage grow better in soils that 
are slightly acid. 

Just how long the plants will live 
is determined by some of the points 
already mentioned. A maintenance 
program should be built on the as- 
sumption that some shrubs and trees 
will need replacements after a period 
of years. 


Flowering Not Affected 


The question also arises as to 
whether plants in containers will 
flower well; the answer is yes. The 
location has an influence, but by re- 
stricting the growth of some shrubs 
and trees we encourage the develop- 
ment of flower buds and thus the 
appearance of flowers. 

Shrubs and trees that flower dur- 
ing the early part of the spring should 
receive a sufficient supply of fertilizer

Hinged on Broadway Hit

It is said to be a long way from 
the cornfields of the*midwest to the 
bright lights of Broadway. Figura- 
tively speaking, this route has been 
covered by John Hahn, president of 
Ruehl-Wheeler Nursery Co., San 
Jose, and by way of California, at 
that. 

Literally speaking, the beginning 
of this journey was his first job upon 
completion of his education, in de- 
veloping hybrid seed corn. The cul- 
mination is in the current introduc- 
tion of the hybrid tea rose, My Fair 
Lady, named after the hit Broad- 
way show. 

Mr. Hahn, a native of Illinois, was 
graduated from the University of 
Illinois in the class of 1939 with a 
B.A. and a master’s degree in plant 
breeding. He immediately began de- 
veloping hybrid seed corn for one 
of the midwest’s largest seed firms. 
Mr. Hahn was considered one of the 
most promising young scientists in 
the hybrid seed corn field, but World 
War II and his ability to fly took 
him from the experimental fields and 
put him into the air. After three 
tours of duty, he returned to his 
life’s work, plant breeding. 

Mr. Hahn joined the Gallitan 
Valley Seed Co. and started a hybrid 
seed corn program for it, but when 
that firm decided to drop the pro- 
gram, he took the development to 
another seed business, at Twin Falls, 
Ida. This firm sent him to the Santa 
Clara valley to head its seed-develop- 
ment and plant-breeding program in 
California. 


Switch to Roses 


It was there that John Hahn 
switched from agricultural plant 
breeding to roses. He had always 
loved roses, but it was not until 1953, 
when perusing a 1945 issue of the 
“American Rose Annual,” that an 
article by Dr. W. E. Lammerts on 
the “Basis of Scientific Rose Breed- 
ing’ inspired Mr. Hahn to concen- 
trate his efforts in this area. 

In 1957, at the request of the late 
Mrs. Ruth Kirby, Mr. Hahn joined 
the Ruehl-Wheeler Nursery Co., as 
vice-president in charge of produc- 
tion. When Mrs. Kirby was tragical- 
ly killed in an airplane accident in 
1958, Mr. Hahn became president of 
the company. He is currently vice-

Mr. Hahn said that before CBS 


would allow him rights to the title 
it had to be sure that the rose was 
absolutely lovely. Several confer- 
ences were necessary, and many ex- 
ecutives had to pass judgment on 
the beauty of My Fair Lady. The 
fact that CBS is pleased with their 
approval is reflected by the fact that 
it has approached Mr. Hahn to 
develop a rose for a new Lerner- 
Loewe production in which CBS is 
reportedly investing $17 million. 

As one of the United States’ 
largest growers of rare and unusual 
standard and tree roses, Ruehl- 
Wheeler Nursery Co. has always 
placed quality first. My Fair Lady 
is the first rose ever created by this 
firm in its 58-year history. As in the 
development of the rose itself, the 
emphasis in its promotion will be on 
quality. 

Mr. Hahn has hired the top public 
relations firm of McFadden & Eddy 
Associates, Inc., because of its the- 
atrical background. With offices in 
Hollywood and New York, this firm 
handles some of Hollywood’s top 
stars, motion pictures and television 
shows. 

Promotion Plans 


Paul Hesse, famed glamour pho- 
tographer, has photographed _ the 
rose by itself and with members of 
the “My Fair Lady” cast. These pic- 
tures are a vital part of the co-ordi- 
nated promotion program now under 
way. 

April 5, a letter was sent to lead- 
ing rose growers around the nation 
introducing the My Fair Lady 
rose. It was accompanied by an al- 
bum of the original cast doing the 
score of the Broadway show. This 
letter went out over the signature of 
Jim Eddy, who is directing the cam- 
paign for his firm. 

This was followed a few weeks 
later by a copy of the New York 
Times Sunday Supplement entirely 
devoted to “My Fair Lady.” May 
11, two letters went out to the grow- 
ers, one from Mr. Hahn and one 
from Mr, Eddy.

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Kuonymus Varieties and Their Uses 


By W. E. Cunningham 


In discussing euonymus, one has 
the dual responsibility of evaluating 
the species and at the same time at- 
tempting to clarify the nomencla- 
ture. There is no real basis, for in- 
stance, for the confusion which 
exists today in and between the two 
species, E. fortunei and kiautscho- 
vicus, for one merely has to become 
familiar with the character and hab- 
its of the many varieties, reviewing 
them in the available texts, and they 
all seem to fall naturally into their 
true botanical order. 

Today, now that the two species 
in question have bounced into even 
greater demand for modern-day 
planting, some growers have delved 
into the nomenclature to correct past 
mistakes, while currently following 
acceptable procedure in plant identi- 
fication, naming and _ introduction. 
Other growers will follow. 

Some of the original incorrect 
naming occurred when nurserymen 
selected euonymus they thought to 
be new and distinctive, but which in 
reality proved to be horticultural 
forms of the collected botanical va- 
tieties. These were given Latin 
names instead of the vernacular 
names that should be used to identify 
horticultural varieties. 

Origins 

In 1845 Robert Fortune collected 
the original typical specimens of E. 
fortunei, in two easterly (Kiangsu 
and Chekiang) provinces of China. 
In subsequent years other famous 
collectors found other varieties and 
forms in the westerly provinces of 
China and also in Korea and Japan. 

One of these varieties, E. radicans,

varieties make the best espalier covers. 


was collected from southern Korea 
and central Japan and was consid- 
ered for many years to be the spe- 
cies, but in rather recent times, the 
botanists determined it “‘only a vari- 
ant of the species—not a species 
apart from the original.” Many 
nurseries still list radicans as the 
species. Of course, this is incorrect. 

The variety radicans sports freely, 
and this is the easiest way to distin- 
guish it from the others. Not only 
is there variation in leaf size and 
shape, but the foliage also sports an 
occasional portion of variegation— 
pink, white and cream. 

This is the only botanical variety 
in this species, as far as I know, 
that has these tendencies, and radi-

cans is thereby the parent of numer- 
ous forms. The botanical variety 
radicans, in my opinion, is useful as a 
wall cover, but not at all satisfac- 
tory as a ground cover, because of 
its erratic, sometimes shrubby 
growth. 

Rather than become too involved 
in euonymus nomenclature, I should 
like to discuss some of the princi- 
pal, most useful varieties, which in 
itself may cast some light on cor- 
rect nomenclature _ identification. 
[Note: Euonymus nomenclature was 
discussed by Dr. Donald Wyman in 
the February 1 issue. ] 

Euonymus for Wall Cover 

Espaliering certainly is one of the 
important ways in which euonymus 
can be used, though not in the set, 
formal pattern often accomplished 
with some fruits. In creating the 
euonymus espalier cover, pinning 
and tying to the structure is neces- 
sary; even some light side pruning 
is needed. As the vines become more 
profuse, a complete wall cover is de- 
veloped. 

One of the finest examples of 
espalier cover is in Queen Elizabeth 
park, at Niagara Falls, Canada. In 
this beautifully landscaped area, vast 
wall surfaces are clothed in foliage, 
mostly E. fortunei vegetus, the big- 
leaved wintercreeper, and E. for- 
tunei coloratus, the purple-leaved 
wintercreeper. 

All of the trees, shrubs, hedges and 
wall covers in the garden near the

Georgia Short Course 


Topics Are Taxes, Financi 


Trends in Plant Materials a:

The department of horticulture of 
the University of Georgia presented 
its short course for nurserymen May 
12 at Athens, with approximately 50 
Georgia nurserymen attending. 

The program was begun with a 
report of progress in the horticulture 
department. This was summarized 
by Dr. F. E. Johnstone, Jr., chair- 
man of the division of horticulture. 
Outstanding among the accomplish- 
ments is the erection of a new teach- 
ing area, which consists of two green- 
houses and a head house with labora- 
tory and classroom facilities. 


An addition to be completed in the 
near future is a group of refrigera- 
tion chambers designed primarily for 
cold hardiness studies of nursery 
stock and various flower crops. These 
four rooms will allow research over 
a wide temperature range. A porta- 
ble cold chamber, which makes it 
possible to reduce the temperature 
around plants without removing 
them from the soil, is already in 
operation. 

Dr. Johnstone also reported that 
the horticulture department will, 
within a few weeks, be housed in the 
recently completed Poultry-Animal 
Science building which is a part of 
the new science center located on 
the agricultural campus. 


Planning Can Cut Tax Costs 


Stephen J. Brannen, extension 
economist of the University of Geor- 
gia agricultural extension service, 
began his discussion of income tax 
laws affecting nurserymen by stat- 
ing that income tax costs can defi- 
nitely be reduced by good tax man- 
agement. 

This reduction does not occur by 
chance, but only after careful plan- 
ning year after year. Though a 
nurseryman need not be a tax ex- 
pert, he should know enough about 
the provisions of the law so that tax 
considerations may guide his busi- 
ness decisions. Mr. Brannen empha- 
sized that keeping adequate records 
through the year is essential. 

He stated that many nurserymen

Reports Market Survey 


Dr, Padgett discussed another eco- 
nomic study in which he is presently 
involved, that of the market for 
woody ornamentals in the Athens 
area. Results of this study indicate 
that the most important factor asso- 
ciated with variations in expendi- 
tures by homeowners for woody or- 
namentals is price of house. Other 
factors of less importance are an- 
nual family income, number of 
shrubs on lawn when the house was 
purchased and the length of time 
the house was owned. 


A formula has been devised to 
predict the future demand for nurs- 
ery stock purchases by the Athens 
market. This formula is based upon 
the number of new houses by price 
range built in the Athens area, the 
family income and the age of the 
houses. 

The three major national food 
chains which operate 245 retail stores 
in Georgia were surveyed as part of 
the nursery industry study. It was 
found that produce managers were 
especially interested in increasing 
their department sales through nurs- 
ery stock. The limiting factor with 
regard to nursery stock sales through 
chains was found to be engineering, 
since the stores are not built to han- 
dle nursery items. 


Dr. Padgett stated that the major 
chain store personnel who were in- 
terviewed indicated no change in 
plans for handling nursery stock, 
since new stores are now being built 
without provisions for increased em- 
phasis on these items. 


Dr. D. L. Gill, pathologist, agri- 
cultural research service, United 
States Department of Agriculture, 
coastal plain experiment station, Tif- 
ton, Ga., concluded the morning ses- 
sion with a discussion of ornamental 
research work at the coastal plain 
experiment station. 

Dr. Gill discussed a number of 
research projects under way at the 
station, including a breeding project 
on mimosa; a study of various dis- 
eases affecting camellias, including

The same polyethylene 
is used in the packing room; plastic 
bags placed over the ends of sheet 
metal chutes; rose plants are slid into 
them, and the bags are sealed and 
cased for shipment.

Pinus Ponderosa Pendula 


Known as western yellow pine, 
bull pine and ponderosa pine, Pinus 
ponderosa is an imposing conifer 
found native from British Columbia, 
Canada, southward to Mexico, east 
to South Dakota and Texas. Where 
the species is best developed, a height 
of more than 175 feet is not rare, and 
this magnificent pine has long been 
the source of excellent timber and, 
as such, contributed much to the 
early development of our western 
states. Not well suited for use as an 
ornamental evergreen, this pine has 
towering stature which limits its 
value in landscape work, but there 
are variants of the species type which 
are used to advantage in large-scale 
plantings. The type is a coarsely

structured tree, especially so when 
advanced in age, and looks more in 
place among its woodland fellows 
than when seen as a meadow spec- 
imen, although the gigantic, dark 
green needles, densely bunched, and 
the over-all uncouth appearance of 
the tree all contribute to distinctive 
individuality. 

The form P. p. pendula, while a 
large tree at maturity, does make an 
imposing picture in adequate sur- 
roundings and is quite impressive in 
evergreen plantings, where its brash 
aspect and the bold grace of the 
pendulous branches contrast vividly 
with the prim contours and relative- 
ly dainty foliage of the more com- 
monly used types; its very domi- 
nance demands attention. 

There is a varietal form of the 
species, P. p. scopulorum, which is a 
more “refined” tree, being smaller in

TV LANDSCAPE COURSE 
GIVEN IN TENNESSEE 


The first television course in land- 
scape gardening to be offered by the 
University of Tennessee was com- 
pleted recently with gratifying re- 
sults, according to the university. 
The department of horticulture pre- 
sented two half-hour periods each 
week for 11 weeks (January 5 to 
March 17) through facilities of sta- 
tion WBIR-TV, Knoxville. The 
course was given in cooperation with 
the division of university extension 
and the department of broadcasting 
services 

Eighty-three persons enrolled for 
the course, which required payment 
of a registration fee and offered op- 


portunity for guided study, but did 
not carry academic credit. It was 
modeled on the university’s intro- 
ductory course in landscape garden- 
ing, covering design, materials and 
maintenance. 

According to estimates, the 83 en- 
rollees indicated a passive audience 
of about 8,000 for the television 
series. When the cost of the program 
is assessed against this number of 
viewers, the per capita expense is 
extremely low—a few cents per per- 
son reached. 


Presentation Techniques 


Lectures were presented by Roger 
B. Thompson and Hendrik van de 
Werken, professors in the depart- 
ment of horticulture, who also pre- 
pared all visual materials. Black- 
board technique was not attempted, 
as it was considered too time-con- 
suming and visually inadequate. In- 
stead, items ordinarily presented i 
the classroom by blackboard were 
prepared in advance on 11x14-inch 
art cards and reached a total of 271 


sketches, and lettered 
cards. 

These cards were supplemented 
with mounted pictures, Kodachrome 
slides and hand-held objects to a 
total of 637 items, or approximately 
one per minute of air time. Koda- 
chromes were used less than had been 
hoped, because of limitations in com- 
position and contrast amp by the 
television camera.

Enrollees received the following 
materials: A description of work to 
be presented in each lecture with 
page references to three books, one 
dealing primarily with theory and 
design, two with gardening; a packet 
of 33 pages of mimeographed text 
and diagrams covering items of local 
application and subjects inc ompletely 
explained in the reference books, and 
a copy of publication 326, ‘“Tennes- 
see Lawns,” a 32-page publication 
of the Tennessee agricultural exten- 
sion service. 

Reference books recommended 
were “The Art of Home Landscap- 
ing,’ by Garrett Eckbo; “America’s

the previous fall. In this way the food 
is in the plant and available for the 
proper formation of flowers. Spring 
fertilizing may not be accomplished 
early enough to cause good flower de- 
velopment. 

Labeling of materials is important 
for public places. People like to know 
what plant they are looking at, and 
sometimes a little information on the 
plant’s uses can be included on a 
label to arouse the interest of home- 
owners. A labeled planting also pro- 
vides an outdoor laboratory for 
school classes that can be planned by 
good teachers. 

Planters vary from as simple a 
type as the window boxes shown in 
illustration F to extensive installa- 
tions such as the one shown in illu- 
stration C. The latter planter goes 
completely around a good-size sec- 
tion of a public building and termi- 
nates on the other side as shown in 
illustration G. The simple window 
boxes in illustration F add a quaint- 
ness that is in keeping with the archi- 
tecture of the building. Notice that 
the next shop at the left also con- 
tinues the idea with a smaller planter. 

This discussion on planters and 
planting materials for them will be 
completed in the July 15 issue.

Cotyledon Simplicifolia 


An Alabama reader would like to 
know whether Cotyledon simplici- 
folia grows up to 20 inches tall, as 
it was reported to do in an amateur 
magazine. He has grown these plants 
from seeds from several sources, but 
his plants achieve a height of about 
six inches. 

This correspondent did not say 
what the flower color of his plants is; 
so it is rather risky to hazard a guess. 
However, I never have seen a plant 
of that name that was more than 
eight inches tall. Nor do I know a 
cotyledon that could be mistaken for 
C. simplicifolia that would attain 
the 20 inches ascribed to it by the 
amateur magazines. 

True C. simplicifolia, a plant from 
southern Europe that is quite hardy 
in the vicinity of Philadelphia, Pa., 
I am told, has roundish, toothed 
leaves and terminal cymes of tubu- 
lar, yellow flowers in summer. It is 
just as easy to grow as a sedum and 
requires the same treatment. If one 
is looking for a 20-inch succulent to 
bloom in summer, one might try 
Echeveria harmsi, a Mexican plant 
that has proved to be hardy 200 
miles north of Alabama. Its flowers 
are bright red, with yellow tips. 

Zephyr Lilies 

I regret that I cannot answer an 
inquiry from a South Carolina read- 
er on zephyr lilies from personal ex- 
perience in their commercial cul- 
ture, but I have grown many of the 
kinds in an experimental way in the 
window garden, the results of which 
may be helpful to anyone interested 
in these amaryllids. 

The Atamasco lily, Zephyranthes 
atamasco, also known as Amaryllis 
atamasco, grows naturally in the 
South Carolina area. Perhaps I 
should say that it grew at one time 
in that general area, but it seems, 
from reports, to have been so close- 
ly collected that it has disappeared 
from many of its previous haunts. If 
that practice continues, it will have 
to be conserved by gardeners if it is 
to survive. And survive it should, 
because it is a cheerful amaryllid for 
spring blooming outdoors in all ex- 
cept the coldest sections. Bulbs should 
be selected from the northern part 
of its range (Virginia, according to 
“Hortus” ; Pennsylvania, according to 
Gray's “Manual”) and _ protected

with a thick mulch after the foliage 
dies down in autumn. With such 
treatment one can keep plants for 
years, a single bulb increasing to a 
large clump in a few years. The white 
funnels, to three inches in length, 
come at the top of foot-long scapes 
as if by magic. There are some rec- 
ognized forms of it, or closely re- 
lated species, from the southeastern 
United States, which may be of in- 
terest to botanists, but they are not 
sufficiently distinct to find a place 
in the garden. 


Texas has a number of yellow- 


flowered species, or a number of 
forms of one polymorphic species, 
that should find their way into com- 
merce. Years ago I commented about 
Texans’ neglect of these plants and 
received rain lilies from many sec- 
tions of the state, all of them desir- 
able garden plants which would un- 
doubtedly sell well in the warmer 
parts of the country. Some were 
quite hardy in my trials, especially 
those from what Texans call the 


blackland prairie country. They did 
not grow long enough in my trials, 
however, for me to form a final 
opinion, except that they would be 
worthy of cultivation anywhere that 
they are hardy. They do not seem 
to be well known even in their own 
country. 

Because these lilies are so little 
known to me, I am quoting at some 
length from H. B. Parks, the best 
authority on Texas plants, especially 
their commercial value, that I know. 
Speaking of Zephyranthes texana 
(this is Habranthus texanus of some 
authors, including the writer of 
“Hortus” ), he wrote as follows: “Yel- 
low Rain Lily. This beautiful yellow, 
lilylike plant is not well known al- 
though it occurs in large numbers. 
. . . The flowers occur ‘after every 
rain of more than one-half inch fall- 
ing between June and November. 
The flowers can be looked for within 
30 hours after the rain comes, In 
many places the ground is covered 
with the bright’ yellow flowers,

which are copper red on the outside, 
a fact which gives the rather com- 
mon name of copper lily to this plant. 
The bulbs are about three quarters 
of an inch in diameter and occur 
about two and one-half inches be- 
low the surface. The leaves resemble 
grass and grow in sodded areas. The 
flowers open for one day, and a 
bloom seldom lasts for more than 
three days. This accounts for the 
fact that many people who live where 
this plant is common have never 
seen it in bloom. A small planting 
of these bulbs in a lawn or in a plat 
given over to bulbs is a showy addi- 
tion to any garden. Several other 
species of yellow rain lilies occur 
in the state. There is so little in- 
formation that anyone interested in 
plants should collect and grow yellow 
rain lilies until their habitat is defi- 
nitely known. Their beauty will pay 
for the care given them.” The fore- 
going was taken from bulletin No. 
551 of the Texas agricultural experi- 
ment station, published in August, 
1937. 

There are a number of showy rain 
lilies native to Cuba and Mexico 
southward to the Argentine, which 
are suited only to pot culture this 
far north. Of these, the best known 
seems to be Z. grandiflora (Z. cari- 
nata), a frequent inhabitant of win- 
dow gardens, where its rose-colored 
funnels to three inches in diameter 
cheer many an indoor gardener. In 
late March, a large pot of this spe- 
cies at my window displayed six 
showy funnels and will intermittent- 
ly continue to do that just as long 
as it receives moisture and sunshine. 

Other zephyranthes that should 
interest the grower of unusual bulbs 
include Z. Ajax, a pale yellow hy- 
brid; Z. bifolia, a red-flowering spe- 
cies from Haiti; the white-flowering 
Z. candida from Argentina, and Z. 
verecunda, from Mexico, with white 
funnels, tinged pink outside. Most 
kinds can be dried off in winter,

TESTS DEEP PLOWING 


Plans have been made to deep 
plow 250 or 300 acres of Wolfe 
Nursery, Inc., Stephenville, Tex., ac- 
cording to a news story in the Step- 
henville Empire. Hugh Wolfe, of the 
firm, noted improved production 
after deep plowing some property in 
Gaines county, Texas, and decided 
to attempt the same kind of land re- 
juvenation at the nursery, in Erath 
county. Five acres of the deep- 
plowed land will be set aside for 
demonstration planting of grains and 
other crops to test the theory that 
this type of plowing will bring to the 
surface nutrients that have gone 
deep into the soil. The plow, which 
will be taken to Stephenville from 
West Texas, utilizes 50-inch disks 
to turn the soil and, in addition, 
bring up clay that prevents blowing. 
The cost of the procedure is about 
$10 per acre, it is stated.

CALIFORNIA ARBORISTS 


Dr. Guy F. McLeod, vice-presi- 
dent of the Niagara Chemical Divi- 
sion, Food Machinery & Chemical 
Corp., Middleport, N. Y., in charge 
of research and technical sales, was 
the guest speaker at the May 20 
meeting of the California Association 
of Arborists. He devoted much of 
his talk to a history of insecticides 
in the United States, from the super- 
stitions of the native Indians, 
through the use of turpentine and 
similar products of the pre-Colonial 
days to the development of nicotine, 
pyrethrum and rotenone products 
and the modern phosphates and hy- 
drocarbons. Asked about the values 
of botanics, he said that the nico- 
tine products still have a place in 
agricultural pest control, but that 
costs of the other products and rath- 
er universal resistance to them de- 
veloped by many pests leave them 
in a questionable position. 

Speaking about the modern mate- 
rials, he reported on their L.D.s59 
and told of their use as insecticides 
and their actual toxicity. He ex- 
plained how one can protect oneself 
and one’s workers from the effects 
of the materials. He gave the same 
information about the hydrocarbons 
now in use as agricultural insecti- 
cides and illustrated that the safer 
hydrocarbons are to a large degree 
as effective as the less safe materials. 
Giving a list of those which he 
feels are to be recommended for 
sprayers of ornamentals on private 
grounds, he told his reasons for 
the opinions which he expressed. He 
suggested that Sevin replace DDT 
or DDD for spraying of ornamentals. 
It was mentioned from the audience 
that the cost of that material is 
high, but Dr. McLeod noted its long 
residual effectiveness and its almost 
complete safety to workers and other 
humans who might come in contact 
with it.

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pressed in the term L.D.s50, used 
frequently in reporting the mamma- 
lian toxicity of insecticides. Dr, 
McLeod explained that this is a 
term developed by laboratory tech- 
nicians, the L.D. being the abbrevia- 
tion for lethal dose (taken orally) 
and the 50 indicating that the dose 
was lethal to 50 per cent of the ani- 
mals (usually rabbits) tested. He 
noted, too, the great extremes in the 
L.D.s59 of many of the materials and 
said this is due to a great number 
of uncontrollable factors. However, 
the factor does give the operator an 
idea as to the comparative safety of 
a product and should help him to 
decide whether he would care to 
make use of it. 

After the talk, the group asked 
questions regarding the control of 
specific pests, the uses of many newer 
insecticides and the value of pro- 
tective clothing of different kinds. 
Methods of application were also 
discussed. 

The group heard a short report 
on the meetings of the National 
Shade Tree Conference, Western 
chapter, which had met at Long 
Beach the week before. Reports were 
given by Leslie Mayne, Mayne Tree 
Service, San Mateo, president of the 
local group, and Millard Blair, edi- 
tor of the Western chapter’s news- 
letter. There was also a discussion 
on the formation of additional chap- 
ters, and a report was given on the 
meeting with several groups inter- 
ested in forming such chapters. 

The next meeting will be held 
June 22. L. R. White, technical sales, 
Amchem Products, Inc., Niles, Calif., 
will discuss the newer chemical weed 
controls now available in great 
variety.

LATE WEST COAST DATA 


Received after the June 1 issue of 
this magazine had gone to press, the 
following reports from west coast 
wholesalers could not be included in 
the Pacific coast data first published. 
They are given here to add to the 
survey from the west. 

Oregon Asks Sun 

Field work and sales were both 
curtailed by the rainy spring, but 
demand continued great and no sur- 
pluses have developed, declares 
James A. Doty, Doty & Doerner, 
Inc., Portland, Ore., in the following 
review of conditions: 

“Right now our outlook is gloomy. 
We have had so much rain this spring 
that planting is way behind and 
field work is virtually impossible. 
Even tractors cannot get into the 
fields. We did get our seedlings and 
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shade tree liners in earlier, but our 
general line of coniferous and broad- 
leaved evergreens is not in at all, 
and now it appears that much of 
it will never get in this year. The 
worst of it is that this continual 
overcast and heavy rain have cre- 
ated a lush but weak growth on 
every thing, including the grains and 
grasses in the field. To put it plain- 
ly, we need some sunshine. 

“This poor spring weather is go- 
ing to hurt the local retail business. 
There will be large carry-overs into 
the fall and I doubt if the nurseries 
will pick up the volume they have 
lost so far, since there has been rela- 
tively no business in a period which 
should have been strong since mid- 
March. 

“On the brighter side, there is still 
a great demand for nursery stock 
in general, and I cannot see the sup- 
ply being any greater next year. In 
fact, certain items that we handle 
on the west coast, such as pyramidal 
arborvitae, which was long a couple 
of years ago, are going to be on the 
scarce side, as will some other conif- 
erous and broad-leaved evergreens. 

“Production is going up in the 
area, as more persons get into the 
growing end of the business. How- 
ever, our own production will remain 
about the same. The outlook for 
prices of nursery stock is not too 
gloomy, although it could be better. 
Across-the-board prices will not 
change but certain items may have 
adjustments or slight increases.” 

Willis Stribling, Stribling’s Nurs- 
eries, Inc., Merced, Calif., reports 
that the wholesale business was 
brisk in the first quarter of the year. 
He writes further, “Many varieties 
of container ornamentals are now 
short in supply. Production is in- 
creasing, and the supply for summer 
and fall is adequate, and we expect 
a better-than-average summer and 
fall business. 

“The spring business was good, but 
better service is required to keep 
goods moving. There are now more 
growers serving the market. The 
business in fruit and shade trees was 
good, but some overproduction in 
June bud fruit trees is indicated.”

Chino, research director and plant 
breeder, has been seriously ill from a 
virulent type of influenza that is cur- 
rent over the state. 

Max Leonard, San Mateo county 
commissioner of agriculture for 27 
years, has announced his resignation 
as of July. Mr. Leonard has been in 
poor health for several years and he 
says that for several months he plans 
just to rest. After that, he and Mrs. 
Leonard will spend some time travel- 
ing and visiting their four married 
sons and 16 grandchildren. In addi- 
tion to having been one of the lead- 
ers in the agricultural developments 
in the county Mr. Leonard has been 
active in other civic affairs, has been 
an officer of the San Mateo county 
floral fiesta for many years and has 
been the motivating power in the 
county’s annual prize-winning agri- 
cultural and floricultural exhibits at 
the California state fair at Sacra- 
mento. His successor will be picked 
from an eligible list prepared from 
competitive examinations set and 
graded by the California state de- 
partment of agriculture. Final selec- 
tion lies in the powers of the county 
board of supervisors. The position 
has a civil service status, 

The state’s growers had an unsat- 
isfactory spring. The apricots and 
the prunes in some areas were 
touched with late spring frost, which 
greatly reduced the expected pro- 
duction; rain just at ripening time 
caused a great deal of mildew on 
some of the cherries; the same rain 
caught the first of the strawberries 
and reduced the production of good 
fruit. Outdoor flower growers in 
various sections of the state, mainly 
the Bay area and the Los Angeles 
county area, suffered from high 
winds and cool growing weather, and 
the ornamental plant producers 
using plastic houses suffered wind 
damage. Retail nurserymen continue 
to report spotty spring conditions, 
but in general the sales have been 
below normal, and prices seem weak- 
er than they were in some other 
years. 

Hundreds of rare tropical plants 
were slashed and crushed by van- 
dals who broke into the conservatory 
and connecting greenhouses at the 
Golden Gate park at San Francisco 
May 11. Over $500 worth of exotic 
orchids were destroyed, as well as 
several hundred calceolaria plants, 
which were being grown for the an- 
nual calceolaria show, and an equal 
number of cyclamens being grown 
for the winter cyclamen show. A 
banana plant was cut to the ground, 
and several huge palms were knocked 
over and trampled on.

It is entitled “Dichon- 
dra as a Ground Cover” and is writ- 
ten by Kimbal and Younger, of the 
University of California at Los An- 
geles. It can be had without cost 
from any farm adviser or agricul- 
tural commissioner or direct from 
the University of California agricul- 
tural extension service at Berkeley. 

In recent years nurserymen over 
the state have used quantities of 
Panogen as a soil drench. Since the 
product contains mercury, persons 
have asked frquently if it will ac- 
cumulate in the soil to the harm of 
plants or persons who work it. In 
a recent issue of “Horticultural 
Notes,” issued by Alameda county 
farm adviser Thomas Byrne, it is 
said: “Although Panogen does not 
build up in the soil, applications 
should not be made too frequently 
unless favorable plant response has 
been checked. Panogen has been ap- 
plied at 1-week intervals without ap- 
parent plant damage, but should be

anything but increase, so we antici- 
pate not much change in prices.” 


Virginia Surplus Reported 


In spite of the good demand for 
ornamental plant material, the quan- 
tity of stock grown in some lines 
has resulted in its being offered at 
lower prices than present production 
costs justify, reports E. M. Quillen, 
Waynesboro Nurseries, Inc., Waynes- 
boro, Va. His letter reads: 

“Normally, digging and shipping 
are carried on continuously through 
the winter, with the exception of an 
occasional interruption of one week 
of cold weather. The past winter 
and early spring were exceptions. 
We carried on as usual until the 
middle of February, when snow be- 
gan falling and continued to fall 
intermittently until the end of 
March, when the last snowdrifts dis- 
appeared. By that time unfilled or- 
ders had accumulated, and as was 
to be expected, a large percentage 
of our customers demanded delivery 
at one time. Not only were some 
disappointed and therefore canceled 
orders, but we were compelled to 
turn down orders for available stock 
because of limited time for process- 
ing. 
“The demand for ornamental 
plants was good, and the call for 
fruit trees, berry plants and nut 
trees for home orchard planting was 
satisfactory. However, fruit tree de- 
mands for commercial planting were 
poor, because of the continued poor 
fruit market. Fruit tree production 
is being curtailed, but too many trees 
are still grown to meet the present 
demands for fruit. 

“While the demand for ornamental 
plant material is good, too much 
stock in some lines is being grown, 
resulting in its being offered at lower 
prices than present production costs 
justify. A slowdown in home build- 
ing would result in increased quan- 
tities of ornamental plant material 
being dumped on the market. 

“Winter weather continued until 
late March and was followed by one 
month of cool, dry weather. Plant 
growth has started off late. Planting 
was also late, so it is too early to 
report on stands in the lining-out 
stock. 

“Some winter damage occurred in 
various types of plants, especially in 
broad-leaved evergreens, which will 
recover, but were unsalable for 
spring.”

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Carlisle, O., who reports on the 
spring season as follows: 

“Our coldest winter weather oc. 
curred through March. All outdoor 
work was at a standstill. Cash-and. 
carry sales, both wholesale and re. 
tail, were at an all-time low for the 
month, 

“April broke many heat and 
drought records. Field plantings 
were ‘ends with hope for rain, which 
did not come unti] May 9. However, 
most of the stock, both deciduous 
and evergreen, that was planted in 
good, well-prepared soil came 
through remarkably well. 

“April sales were heavy, and activ- 
ity carried over to mid-May, but I 
doubt if much of the business lost 
in March will be regained. 

“Prospects for fall, 1960, look 
good at present (May 18). There 
should be ample supplies of decidu- 
ous materials, but certainly no sur- 
plus in evergreens in salable sizes. 
Building continues at a heavy rate 
in Ohio, which should be favorable 
for the nurserymen. 

“Operational overhead continues 
to be high. We are endeavoring to 
meet this by using better field equip- 
ment and chemical weed control and 
by improving our variety and plant- 
ing lists.” 


Lessened Michigan Sales 


A definite decrease in the demand 
for small fruit plants during the past 
fall and spring season is considered 
indicative of the business trend ‘by 
A. W. Krieger, Krieger’s Wholesale 
Nursery, Bridgman, Mich, Com- 
menting on the spring season, Mr. 
Krieger writes: 

“The past season was one of the 
worst in post-war years as far as 
weather and demand are concerned. 

“The weather during March prob- 
ably was the greatest. detrimental 
factor. There was full winter until 
March 27. Then came the fast break- 
up that made 60 per cent of the rural 
roads impassable. 

“Last fall we blamed poor busi 
ness on the steel strike, and . now 
in the spring we blame it on the 
weather. However, in the final anal- 
ysis of economic conditions in the 
midwest area as a whole, we will 
find that other factors were involved. 
There seemed to be no demand even 
for those items that under normal 
conditions move with ease. 

“A cool, moist May probably aid- 
ed sales at garden centers, but per- 
haps this was too late in the season 
to help the catalog nurserymen. 

“We went down 25 per cent under 
last year’s figures, and in checking 
the records we find both fall and 
spring demands were not there.

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profit should be almost equal to that 
of previous years. 

“There is an increasing demand 
for shade trees of larger caliper, 
and we feel prepared to meet it for 
the next few years. We expect to 
have enough nursery stock in prac- 
tically all varieties, despite the de- 
lay in planting. 

“T believe that the rise in overhead 
in the nursery business must be con- 
sidered and that a substantial in- 
crease in prices will be necessary to 
offset what we feel will be a tre- 
mendous increase in expenses this 
coming fall.” 


Iowa Sales Down 


A short selling season was a likely 
cause of a lower sales volume this 
year, compared with 1959 business, 
states G. L. Welch, president, Mount 
Arbor Nurseries, Shenandoah, Ia. He 
describes the conditions as follows: 


“We experienced unusual weather 
conditions through the entire mid- 
west, both last fall and this spring. 
Last November we were unable to 
accomplish much outdoor work, be- 
cause of unseasonably low tempera- 
tures. Fortunately, unusually good 
weather in December permitted us 
to complete most of the fall work. 

“The spring selling season was at 
least a month late in opening. In 
normal years we are digging and 
starting to plant by March 5 to 10. 
This spring it was April 5 to 10 be- 
fore we could move outdoors. This 
late spring opening hurt business at 
retail levels and made a short spring 
season during which dormant stock 
could be handled and planted. I 
doubt if the volume for the industry 
will equal last year’s, and we at- 
tribute this entirely to weather con- 
ditions. 

“Costs for labor and supplies con- 
tinue to mount. Everyone needs se- 
riously to consider price increases 
wherever possible to offset increased 
costs. Labor in this area is extremely 
short; it seems that each year we 
are depending to a larger extent 
upon imported help. 

“I think the supply of stock for 
next season will probably be about 
normal. We do not anticipate many, 
if any, surpluses.” 


More Iowa Data 


“I think our report will be much 
like that of all other nurseries in the 
midwest; it was a very tough season,” 
writes C. C. Smith, vice-president, 
Sherman Nursery Co., Charles City, 
Ia., and he continues: 

“Last fall, weather conditions did 
not permit us to get all of our decidu- 
ous stock dug before the ground 
froze, so we were required to spend

a couple of weeks in the busy spring 
season doing work that ordinarily 
would have been done the fall before. 

“Weather conditions were un. 
favorable all spring and still at this 
writing (May 27) are not good. Our 
usual spring planting program is 
about completed, with a normal sup. 
ply. 

“Sales in our retail department 
have run just about normal; there is 
a slight decrease in our wholesale 
department. Unfavorable planting 
conditions that hampered our whole- 
sale landscape customers may have 
had some effect on additional late 
purchases. For the first time in 10 
years we have had a good supply of 
labor available, and we expect to 
have ample workers through the 
summer. 

“Prices will not be any lower next 
season, with the ever-increasing 
costs of operating a nursery busi- 
ness. With plenty of rainfall, our 
stock in the fields looks fine.” 


“Trying” Nebraska Season 


The short shipping season cur- 
tailed volume, declares Ted Korves, 
vice-president, Plumfield Nurseries, 
Inc., Fremont, Neb. His other re- 
marks follow: 

“The spring season in the midwest 
was a trying one, especially in Ne- 
braska. Our winter was exceptionally 
long, with subnormal temperatures 
and over 80 inches of snow after 
January 1. During March we had 
to hold up on shipments, as there 
was snow on 19 of the first 20 days 
and weather was extremely cold. 
Early April brought a quick thaw, 
followed by widespread floods, fur- 
ther delaying shipments and _ field 
work. 

“We were two to three weeks later 
than normal getting into the fields. 
Therefore, eight weeks’ work had to 
be crowded into a 5 or 6-week pe- 
riod. Our stock came through the 
winter in good condition. Our big- 
gest problem was getting everything 
dug in time for delivery. All ever- 
greens were dug to fill demands in 
the order received, and some addi- 
tional sales were lost because we 
could not make immediate delivery. 

“Applicants for work were plenti- 
ful, but quality help was still in 
short supply. Transportation, in gen- 
eral, is still slow. The commercial 
truck lines seem to be providing 
the best service, while mail and ex- 
press facilities are slowing down 
more each year. 

“Sales of standard fruit trees were 
below normal with us, and sales of 
deciduous seedlings were above nor- 
mal, The demand was steady for all 
other stock. Our total sales were

With the tre- 
mendous program of home building 
under way and the many new fam- 
ilies moving into the area, we find 
an increasing demand for our serv- 
ices and our plant materials. 

“Since Florida is unique in soil 
and climatic conditions, gardening 
here is different from that in any 
other state. Newcomers find they 
need specific advice. For example, 
we plant petunias and other annuals 
of that type in the fall rather than 
in the spring. Also, palm trees and 
many other tropical items do better 
if moved in the spring and summer. 
Therefore, our biggest challenge is 
that of providing educational in- 
formation to the general public. 
Homeowners know the value of 
plants, feel the need for them and 
want to grow the tropical and sub- 
tropical material so different from 
that ‘back home.’ They also realize 
the need for competent advice. That 
accounts for most of our advertising 
budget’s going into educational-type 
material. 

“We provide cultural leaflets on 
many plants, as well as a consulta- 
tion service here at the office where 
folks may bring in specimens when 
they have special interests. If it is 
trouble that we cannot diagnose from 
the foliage, we send someone to check 
and offer advice. If they have to 
duplicate items, we put them in the 
hands of a good salesman. 

“We cordially invite garden clubs 
to make a tour of our nursery, where 
we provide a guide. A meeting place 
in a pleasant patio, where a supply of 
free coffee is available for their pic- 
nic lunches, is also for their use. We 
have each season from 75 to 100 gar- 
den clubs, averaging 20 to 25 mem- 
bers, sending groups from a 100-mile 
radius. 

“We also provide speakers for gar- 
den clubs and civic groups in our 
trade area. That has been a means 
of reaching and meeting folks per- 
sonally. We find friendliness an as- 
set. 

“At every opportunity we stress 
the value of using plants. We lend 
palms and decorative plants to 
schools and church groups and co- 
operate with all civic activities. We 
donate plants as prizes for promo- 
tions, and always tie in plants with 
anything with which we are con- 
nected. For example, last year in 
the Merchants’ Association Christ- 
mas promotion we provided plants 
for decorating Santa’s stand, where 
a great number of color photographs 
were made. 

“This is our 32nd year, which we 
are proclaiming with the use of the 
gold-seal stickers on all our mail.

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yards to plant, general buying has 
been sporadic. This has led to a 
small decline in retail plant sales. If 
conditions repeat themselves, I 
should expect heavy sales during 
June, which should compensate for 
some of the earlier decline in our 
area. We are still moving plants as 
though it were the end of March or 
the beginning of April. Our land- 
scape business has been equal to that 
of last year. 

“The demand is still for the better- 
quality stock, and our collections 
have been good. I think that there 
js a little more price selling in our 
area. We have not heard of any 
extensive price cutting on patented 
roses here, though I had _ noticed 
some in the eastern papers.” 


California Sales Down 


March business was 20 per cent 
less than last year’s, and April sales 
trailed behind those of a year ago 
also, writes Jack Schneider, Orchard 
Nursery, Lafayette, Calif. He com- 
ments on the Bay area season as 
follows: 

“This has been a late season in 
the Bay area and in California in 
general, I believe. This firm is part 
of a group of 15 figure-reporting 
nurseries, so it has a good basis on 
which to judge sales. Last year the 
big month was March. This year 
March was 20 per cent below last 
year at that time, and April was, 
also behind. It looks as if May is 
going to be ahead of last year and 
that the average for the three months 
will be close to that of last year. 

“The main reason for the delay, 
I believe, was the weather in March 
and April. The three big months of 
the year in this area are March, April 
and May, and the only way to get a 
fair evaluation is to take the sales for 
these months and compare them with 
other years. We find that we have to 
do more price merchandising than 
ever before, because of the competi- 
tion of non-nursery outlets. For this 
reason our advertising is slanted to- 
ward week-end promotions, and 
therefore we require more week-end 
or part-time help. Fortunately, 
have been able to find this.

“I do not know what the future 
holds for the retail nurseryman, but 
it is evident that the price structure 
of a lot of our merchandise is being 
hammered downward. We are get- 
ting less at retail and paying more 
at wholesale for many of our com- 
mon items than ever before. For ex- 
ample, we now pay 55 cents for 
juniper tamariscifolia in gallons and 
are selling them for as low as 77 cents 
on special sales. We used to pay 45 
cents and never sold them below 98

area, particularly in narrow strip 
plantings along foundations or for 
screens where support is available. 

In the small plantings, however, 
E. fortunei minimus is in_ better 
scale and more easily kept in pro. 
portion to the surroundings. The 
leaves of minimus are very small, 
much smaller than any of the others; 
the leaf color in summer is a pleas- 
ing green. The true minimus, as ob- 
tained from the Arnold Arboretum, 
Jamaica Plain, Mass., is a beautiful, 
useful plant. The manuals of Rehder 
and Bailey report minimus as sterile. 

In all the years since its introduc- 
tion in 1876, no evergreen vine has 
matched the performance of the big- 
leaved wintercreeper, Euonymus for- 
tunei vegetus. Its effectiveness as a 
wall cover and in foundation plant- 
ings is tremendous, even when plants 
are small. This euonymus, probably 
the best known, thrives throughout 
most of zone 4, and therefore is us- 
able in the nation’s more populated 
localities. 

Of more recent origin and appar- 
ently bearing vegetus parentage are 
the several patented Emerald varie- 
ties and the popular E. Sarcoxie. 
These belong to the fortunei species 
and should not be listed as radicans. 

The Emeralds and Sarcoxie are 
wonderful additions to the euonymus 
family of plants, additions particu- 
larly desirable because of their in- 
clination to stand erect. They are 
easy to prune into varied shapes and 
forms and, consequently, help to fill 
the need for good, low, broad-leaved 
shrubs, 


Euonymus Kiautschovicus 


Tremendous improvement _ has 
been made in the kiautschovicus spe- 
cies, even in the past 10 years. This 
was formerly known as_patens. 
Originators have worked to select 
hardier strains, ones with improved 
leaf size and leaf color. 

Characteristically, the species is 
not so winter hardy as fortunei and 
its varieties, but in most winters it 
comes through well. During some 
exceptional winters in Indiana there 
has been severe damage, and some 
lack of interest in the kiautschovicus 
cultivars has occurred. But the spe- 
cies is most useful and it is being 
improved. 

The ultimate height of kiautscho- 
vicus in maturity varies from six to 
10 feet if it is left to develop natur- 
ally, but (as with all the euonymus) 
the species is perfectly amenable to 
heavy pruning. This, alone, permits 
its use for extremely low specimens, 
low hedges or, if the need arises, for 
tall, narrow screens.

schovicus Dupont and E. kiautscho- 
vicus Jewell, both juvenile forms, are 
examples of the progress made in im- 
proving the species. These are ex- 
cellent varieties that withstand mid- 
west winters well. There are few 
shrubs that one can keep as low, with 
as much ease, without disfiguring or 
lessening their beauty. 

The attractive orange euonymus 
fruit, exposed by the opened capsules 
in late October and November, is 
borne on mature specimens of some 
fortunei varieties and on all of the 
mature specimens in the kiautscho- 
vicus species. 

Normally, any euonymus variety 
maintained as a ground cover re- 
tains juvenility and will not fruit. 
Vegetus, mature in character, usu- 
ally fruits heavily and is, of course, 
desirable for this alone, while colora- 
tus, too, will fruit if permitted to 
rise On any structure and in trees, 
for it then becomes mature. 

Propagation 

All the varieties within the two 
species under discussion are extreme- 
ly variable, and if one wishes to re- 
tain them true to their original char- 
acter, he must be careful in his se- 
lection of propagating wood. 

A specific point to remember in 
selecting cuttings is to take cuttings 
only from plants that are typical of

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the original variety. If the variety 
is typically a ground cover, take cut. 
tings only from plants that are pros- 
trate in habit: do not take any from 
the upright growth, especially from 
old plants growing on structures, for 
such cuttings will produce shrubby 
types of plants. 

If the variety is upright, ascending 
in character, like vegetus and Sar- 
coxie, choose cuttings only from the 
terminal growth, cuttings with leaves 
best exemplifying the original. Of 
course, the same recommendations 
hold for the kiautschovicus cultivars. 

Bear in mind that it is often pos- 
sible to find both juvenile and ma- 
ture cutting wood on the same plant; 
so if the euonymus varieties are to 
be retained identical to the original 
varietal form, then selective proce- 
dure must be practiced in taking cut- 
tings. 

I should point out, in summary, 
that though the evergreen euonymus 
is versatile and useful for modern 
planting needs, it can easily slip into 
a declining market unless uniformity 
in nomenclature is pursued and se- 
lective practices in propagation are 
followed.

dieback: control of azalea_ petal 
blight, and trials of new selections 
of azalea from a U.S. D. A. breeding 

study at Beltsville, Md. 
Wilt-Resistant Mimosas 

The speaker related that two 
strains of mimosa released by the 
U. S. D. A. possess a high degree of 
resistance to mimosa wilt, which has 
killed many of the mimosa trees in 
Georgia. Limited quantities of prop- 
agating wood of the resistant strains 
of mimosa are available to commer- 
cial nurserymen, according to Dr. 
Gill. 

Frank Smith, Frank Smith Nurs- 
ery, Atlanta, Ga., began the after- 
noon session by describing trends in 
plant materials in the Atlanta area. 
He emphasized the public demand 
for unusual plants and discussed a 
number of items that have customer 
appeal in the region. Included in 
the list was Daphne odora, which, 
when provided with a well-drained 
location, does well at Atlanta. He 
emphasized that these plants will 
bring a price well above that of the 
average shrub. 

Weeping yaupon holly sells well 
and has wonderful landscape _possi- 
bilities, especially when used in gar- 


dens of Japanese design. For es- 
palier use, Raphiolepis ovata and

palier work is Florida bald cypress. 
It will grow well in the Atlanta area, 
and provides unusual wall effects. 

Eucalyptus is also being used suc- 
cessfully for this type of landscape 
design, although it was once believed 
that the plant would not be hardy 
in this area. Interest is increasing 
in such unusual trees as the Japanese 
oak and white redbud. 

For gardeners who have difficulty 
growing roses and similar flowering 
shrubs, the newer varieties of lantana 
can be used successfully. Lantana 
plants grown as standards sell espe- 
cially well. 


Sees Garden Center Change 


The operation of the salesyard of 
a modern garden center was dis- 
cussed by Donald M. Hastings, Jr., 
H. G. Hastings Co., Atlanta. He 
stated that increase in land values 
and modern merchandising tech- 
niques are exerting a change in the 
layout of many garden centers. The 
Hastings garden centers are ap- 
proaching these problems by the use 
of a relatively small retail sales area, 
along with a storage area. 

The advantages of a definite serv- 
ice area are manyfold. The dirty 
work is done outside the area where 
the customers are located. Immedi- 
ately after being unloaded, the plants 
are tagged for price, and inferior 
plants are discarded. 

In the sales area, plants are dis- 
plaved in small quantities. It is be- 
lieved that the customer will choose 
one shrub from a dozen as readily as 
one from a group of several hundred. 
The small sales area allows for easy 
restocking after each day. 

Thus beds always look fresh and 
neat. A small sales area also results 
in less breakage, since it is easier to 
reach plants in a restricted space. Mr. 
Hastings stated that the biggest ad- 
vantage in a small sales area is clean- 
liness. 

The speaker stated that their sales 
area consists of concrete walks sur- 
rounding sunken beds. It is believed 
that if plants are placed down in the 
soil as they would normally appear, 
the customer is going to be satisfed 
once the purchase is planted at his 
home. Customers will also often pur- 
chase larger-size plants if the shrub 
is plunged in the sales area. 

Mr. Hastings emphasized to the 
growers the importance of growing 
their stock in presentable-looking 
cans; customers often will pick up 
an inferior plant in a green can in 
preference to a good plant in a rusty 
can. 

The speaker concluded by stating 
that personnel of the Hastings Co. 
believes that the best method of
